Japanese boycott. , 

At the output of the hearing, ‘Mr, 
Peu Tsing “Yuh stood up in Court 
and said that he ropresented the

previously and’ another lawyer 
already had appeared. for the accus- 
ed, he had no standing in the Court, 
Mr. -Peu, however, declined’ to sit.

A Chinese appeared before Mr. 
W. Schofield at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy for being in possession of 
seditious literature in the form of 
pamphlets, which he distributed in 
Yaumati on May 10th. The defen- 
dant is also charged with behaving 
in a disorderly manner and caus- 
ing a crowd to collect. about him. 

A Chinese "detective stated that 
he saw the defendant standing in 
the middle of a huge crowd and 
‘raining curses” on Chiank Kai 
Shek. and other Kuomintang 
leaders including Li Tsai Hsin, 
whom he described as a‘! running.
